FOOD PRICES INCREASE 


Survey Shows Coat of Living in Au­ 
gust Was Higher. 


Washington, Sept. 
20— Wholesale 
prices increased 2.75 per cent in Au­ 
gust over July levels, wholesale food 
prices leading in the advance with an 
increase of 13.5 per pent, according to 
figures made public yesterday by the 
Department of Labor. 
Farm products, including many food 
articles, were 2.5 per cent higher in 
August than 
in July, the 
statement 
said, adding that there were decided 
advances in butter, cheese, milk, eggs, 
rice, meats, 
sugar, fruits 
and pota­ 
toes. 
Meat animals, including cattle 
and hogs, also averaged higher in Au­ 
gust than in July. 
In all ether com­ 
modity groups except clothing, the 
statement 
said, 
were 
decreases 
in 
prices, ranging from I per cent in the
